LAWFUL ELECTION EXPENSES. 


In Berks connty it has required a legal 


opinion to determine whether, under tbe 
DC» corrupt practice act passed at the 
extra session of Legislature, a candidate 
for office ii allowed »,o "treat" a friend to 
a ilrink. The gist of the opinion was 
thnt the candidate must not go the 
rounds of hotels and saloons on elec 
tiuneering tours "setting 'em up" to the 
buys. If, however, the candidate, in his 
private life has been In tbe habit of tip- 
pling, the act does not impose any re- 
st rlctiono upon his habits, but if he 
troats, it must be unaccompanied by any 
solicitation of votes. 


The Roberts Act is very stringent in Its 


provisions and prohiits, under severe pen- 
alty for violation, the corrupt use ol 
money during any election campaign. 
Legitimate election expenses nnder the 
act are defined as follows: 


1. For printing and traveling expenses 


and personal expenses incident thereto, 
stationery, advertising, postage, express- 
es freight, telegraph, telephone and 
public messenger service. 


3. For dissemination of information to 


the public. 


3. For political meetings, demonstra 


tmns and for the pay and 
transportation 


of speakers. 


4 For tbe rent, maintenance and for- 


clibing of offices. 


5. For the payment of clerks, type- 


written), 
stenographers, 
janitors and 


messengers, actually employed. 


6. For the employment of watchers at 


primary meetings and elections to tbe 
number allowed by law. 


7. For the transportation of voters to 


and from the polls. 


8. tot legal expenses, bona fide, In- 


curred in connection with any nomina- 
tion or election. 


The above are given as the authorized 


expenditures. 
The act further states 


that candidates or treasurers of political 
committees are forbidden to pay, give 
or lend, or «gree to pay, give or 
Itjnd, 


cither dirently Oi indirectly, any money 
or otUer valnabl* thing for any nomina- 
tion or election expense! whatever, save 
as declared in these eight exception*.

lectual treat. The topics discussed were 
varied and of absorbing interest. The 
room was comfortably* filled and after 
the addresses an informal luncheon was 
served those who came from a distance. 


CARE OF THE LAWN. 


Ibe meeting was called to order by 


the 
President of 
the 
Association, 


Thomas 0. Eoowles, of Yardley, who in- 
troduced as the first speaker, Frank M. 
Bar tram, of Morrisville, who told of the 
beat method to pursue in the care and 
adornment of the home lawn. 


In renovating an old lawn, Mr. Bartram 


said, judicious care should be exercised 
in cutting out trees, that the cutting 
should not be Jone heedlessly. Have a 
definite plan. The extent of the estate 
is of little consideration. 
The speaker 


said special consideration should be giv- 
en to obtain 
views from 
the 
house. 


Flaal on the sides ol the house, leaving 
the centre open. 
Walks and 
drives 


should be as few as possible and direct. 
Useless curves have no value in beauty or 
utility. He advocated solid mass plant- 
ing in the border hedges. For the lawn 
Mr. Bartram strongly advocated annual 
seeding, fertilizing and rolling and fre- 
quent mowing. Bearing of seeds is the 
harde-it strain on plant life. 


THE NEW AGRICULTURE. 


Probably the most entertaining ad- 


dress of the alternoon was that made by 
Burnett Landreth, Sr , of Bristol, who 
took for bin topic: "The New Agricul- 
ture." Mr. Landreth stated that agri- 
culture had advanced to a stage of scien- 
tific pursuit. 
In former years only the 


most ignorant class was engaged in farm- 
ing—genuine 
"clod-hoppers." 
Now 


farming engages the attention of the 
most intelligent minds. There are many 
things in connection with the argicul- 
lure of the present day that have been 
advanced to a scientific standard, chief 
among which are the fertilizers. Scien- 
tists have discovered fertilizing ingred- 
ients which have been produced in con- 
centrated form and given agriculture its 
greatest boom. 


As late as twenty years ago the efficacy of 


spraying to cause the destruction of vege- 
table growths on the cnticle of plants was 
discovered. 
Then followed spraying for 


the eradication of the insect pests and 
their eggs. At first poisonous liquids 
were used. The idea being that the in- 
sects being fed poison would naturally 
die. It was then discovered that many 
of the species of insects were "sap suck- 
ers;" they buried their "noeea" in the 
trees or plants and the poison spray did 
not affect them. 
The "sap suckers," 


scientists 
learned, breathed 
through 


pores in their bodies. The "big doc- 
tors" tbon went to the chemists and re- 
ceived an oily liquid that would gnm up 
the openings in the insects bodies, there- 
by causing asphyxiation. Thus has the 
science!) of chemistry and entomology 
given to agriculture a gift of the great- 
est value. 


Mr. Landreth then told of the remark- 


able experiments—successful ones—xuRde 
in progressing the growths ot plants 
with the aid of electric lights. 
Most 


plants grow in the day time, and rest 
at night. But now with the aid of elec- 
tric lights plants are forced 
to work 


twenty-four hours each day. 


In Boston in great green houses spring 


vegetables have been advanced ten per 
cent in growth in this manner 
Mr. 


Landreth then tpld of the startling re- 
sults obtained by the use of currents of 
electricity whereby plants have been in- 
creased in growth as much as fifty per 
cent. Electric currents have also been 
successfully used in ilestrojing the en- 
emies of tie grape vines in Portugal 
and other foreign countries where para- 
sites were destroying the great vineyards. 
Mr. Landreth 
closed bis address by 


stating that agriculture as a pursuit ig 
worthy the attention of the 
£Qoet in- 


telligent minds. 


WITH THE BIRDS. 


William B. Evans, of Mooreatown, N. 


J., told of the aifferent varieties of birds 
lie saw in a walk from his home on a 
Christmas day. His remarks were in- 
teresting throughout and it was sur- 
prising to learn that be discovered 
fif- 


teen or more different kinds of birds on 
a day in the middle of winter. 


Edward Briggs, of Newtown, told of 


"Bird Migration," and Herbert L. Cog- 
gin, of Philadelphia, gave a most Inter- 
esting description of "Birds Nests." 


Dr. 0. C. Abbott, of Trenton, gave a 


flve minutes talk on the intelligence of 
birds. The meeting was a delightful one 
and severaal Bristol iana bbecame mem- 
bers of the Association. 


Colombia Ran Aground.

the most memorable judicial sentence 
which has ever been pronounced in the 
annals of the world,.

the Praetors, sentences Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth to death on a cross between 
two robbers, as the numerous and no- 
torious testimonials of the people prove

2. Be has excited the people to sedi- 


tion. 


8. He li -an enemy to tbe laws. 
1. He calls himself tbe Son of God. 
6. He calls himself falsely the King of 


Israel. 
6 He went Into the Temple followed 


by a multitude carrying palms In their 
band*. 


Orders—The first oentnrlon, Qnintus 


Cornelius, to bring him to the place of 
execution, forbids all persons, rich or 
poor, to prevent tbe ezeontion of Jesus. 
The witnesses who have signed the exe- 
cution against Jesni are: 1. Daniel Bo- 
banl, Pbarisie, 2. John Zorobabeis. 3. 
Raphael Robani. 4. Capet. Jerai to 
be taken out of Jerusalem through the 
gate of Tonrnea."

Frank Muinuff, of Brittol, Spent Five 


Tears in the Army Fighting 


Indians. 


CHASED_GERONIMO 


Interesting Story of Bristol Policeman 


Who Lived Among the Apache In- 
dians in the Early '80s and Nearly 
Famished on the Trail. Was One of 
Lawton's Trusted Couriers. 


There are probably not a dozen people 


among tlie 8000 population of Bristol 
who have knowledge of the interesting 
and thrilling career of Frank Musnuff, 
who is now a member of the local 
police force. 
Twenty-five years ago 


Musnufl was a cavalry soldier down on 
the borders ot old Mexico, in Arizona 
and New Mexico, serving in a troop the 
Captain of which was Henry W. Law 
ton, 
who acqnitted himself with such 


distinction in the Philippines and China 
and later succeeded to the command of 
the United States Army. The First' 
Lieutenant of Mnsnuff's troop was Fred- 
erick Grant and the Second Lieutenant 
waa A. L. Smith, who during the Spanish 
war was a major of a regiment of regu- 


ENLISTED IN 1880. 


On the 7th day of December, 1880, 


Frank Mnsnuff went from Bristol to 
Baltimore and enlisted as a private in 
the United States 
Cavalry. After be- 


ing provided with a uniform he was 
sent, with otber raw recruits to Jefferson 
Barracks, Missouri. 


In January 1881, Masnnff was assigned 


to Troop B, Fourth U. S. Cavalry, com- 
manded by Captain Henry Lawton and 
Lieutenant Grant. The Regiment was 
commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Geo. 
A. Forsytb, who was repeatedly breveted 
by meritorious service and conspicuous 
gallantry during the Civil War. 


A4IONG THE DTE INDIANS. 


On the 9th of May, 1881, Musunff left 


Fort Riley with his regiment for tbe Ute 
reservation on thu Colorado river, in 
Colorado 
At that point General Ein- 


sey assumed command of the troops 
and the work began of moving tb» In- 
dians to a new leservation a hundred 
miles further np the river. It was tbe 
Bristolian's first experience with In- 
dians The latter sullenly complied with 
the orders, after many pow-wows. The 
Dtes were a wealthy tribe, being rich in 
stock, owning splendid herds of horses. 
Nearly the entire trammer was consumed 
in getting the big tribe of Indians moved 
to their new location. 


INTO THE APACHE COUNTRY. 
In September 1881, "hurry" orders 


were received for the troops to go to Fort 
Thomas, Arizona, where there was an out-

break among the Apache Indians. When 
tbe Fort was reached it was found that 
the Indians were coming on over tbe 
hills. The troops were ordered out and 
surrounded the Indiana and caused tbem 
to surrender. 


In October, 1881, Troop B, was trans- 


ferred to Fort Stanton^ New Mexico, 
which 
became 
headquarters 
ot the 


Fourth Cavalry, and remained such nn- 
til 1881. During Mnenuff's stay at Stan- 
ton there were numerous outbreaks and 
raids by the Apaches and time and again 
be responded to "Boots and Saddles" and 
wint on the trail of the warring bucks. 


In the summer of 1884 the 4th Cavalry 


transferred with the 6th Cavalry, the far- 
mer going to Fort Hnachuca, Arizona, 
down on the border of Old Mexico. 
It 


was here that Mnsnuff saw service of tbe 
strenuous order and with Captain Law- 
ton under the direction of General Crook 
chased Obief Geronimo and hii band of 
treacherous Apaches down into Old Mex- 
ico, through canons that were as hot as 
ovens, over mountains and across tbe 
baking deserts. 


Mnsnuff's troop established a supply 


camp in Qoadelupe canon. Tbe camp 
and all supplies were left in charge of a 
half-dozen soldiers. As I troop was 
traveling towards B troop's supply camp 
one morning they got sight of Gcronimo's 
band in the Mule mountains. A-geoera! 
cbase was taken up. The Indians visited 
the camp, shot down on tbe guardians of 
tbe camp from tbe rocks above and 
killed four of tbe six left in 
charge 


and destroyed the whole camp. 


The troops fol'owed the Apaches into 


Old Mexico, into the Sierra Madre 
mountains, to Geronimo's stronghold. 
The Indians were hard pressed and Mns- 
nuff and bis troops frequently came upon 
dead horses left by tbe fleeing Indians. 


On the trip the troopers were provided 


with ten nays' rations and were gone 
twenty-three days. It was at this time 
that the Bristolian suffered such severe 
hardships. Many of tbe men wore out 
their shoes and cot tbe hoods from their 
stirrups to cover their feet. It was dur- 
ing tbe dry season and half of the horses 
died for the want of water. The men al- 
so became nearly crazed from thirst in 
tbe desert. They traveled all day and 
went Into "dry" camp at night. There 
was no water for coffee and 
Oaptain 


Lawton Unnnd orders that no bread or 
bacon be given the men as it would in- 
crease their thirst. Tbe horses actually 
became crazy. On tbe march the ani* 
mala' flesh actually fluttered and they 
wobbled on their legs and one half of 
them dropped under their riders. When 
water was at last discovered in tbe moun- 
tains sentinels were placed to guard the 
treasured spot. 
Mr. Mnsnuff has many interesting re- 


miniioraees which he related to the Ga- 


zette reporter and we regret that we have 
not tbe space to give tbem to our read- 
ers. 


The half-tone picture presented here 


was taken in Arizona and sent to Bristol 
t* Mr. Musnuft's mother. Tbe picture 
was considerably faded and spotted, but 
it was a-jrood IlKaness of the subject at 
that time. Mr. Musnnff speaks in tbe 
highest praiie of Captain Lawton. 
He 


was good to bis men and was loved by 
all. 
Frequently Moenuff was called up- 


on by his captain to do courier service, 
carrying important 
dispatches across 


country to any headquarters. 


The subject of this sketch ended his 


army career on the 6th day of December 
1885, having been mustered out at Fort 
Huachnoa. He immediately returned to 
Bristol, hie old home and birthplace. 
When honorably 
discharged, Musnnff 


was tbe ranking duty sergeant of tbe re- 
giment and was also quartermaster ser- 
geant ot bis troop. He has been on the 
Bristol police force for a number of 
years.

A Remarkable Phenomenon Concern- 


Inn "I" Satellite*. 


Ill u very old number of the Bulletin 


do In Hciok'te AHtroiiounquc dc France 
Koine one nindc n uoto of the fact that 
IIP liaj seen Jupiter's satellites In n 
mirror. The 3th of November being a 
Hour iiljjljt, a correspondent, C. D. K. 
Andrews, determined to tnnke the ex- 
periment with an ordinary looking

tic writes, "wns distinctly accompanied 
by n small Ktur on either side, one 
iiciuvr tlio planet thnn the other. 
I 


then turned my telescope on the planet 
mid found <it once that the positions 
of saU'Ultos throe nnd one and two co- 
incided with tlio positions of tho stars 
swn In the mirror. Satellites one and 
tn o were at the time (about 8 30 p. m.) 
extremely close together, nnd I have 
no doubt Hint these two vcro seen us 
one in the c'.iss. 


"The cvplunation of the phenomenon 


is a simple one. 
We cannot see the

That is to say, the various prismatic 


colors, Instead of being thrown out 
separately, as lu the ordinary prism, 
are thrown one on the top of the other, 
mid the light is thrown by the sun, as 
It were, on a sheet of ruin. The fine 
clo^e rain produces the same effect as 
a woven texture. This result is still 
more noticeable where n fog takes the 
pi ice of the rain. 


The phenomenon is not often noticed, 


because the conditions necessary to the 
formation of a white rainbow are a 
strong light, a close rain and a sun 
lying near the horizon. These three 
conditions are not often present at the 
same time.—London Standard.
